GORKY‘S DEATH WOULD 
FOLLOW SENTENCE OF 
EXILE TO SIBERIA 


—— 


St. Vetersburg, March © 28.—Court 
proceedings are to be brought imme- 
diately against Maxim Gorky, the 
Russian novelist, on the charge of 
blasphemy, according to an order is- 
sued Saturday by the public prosecu- 
tor of the district court of St. Peters- 
burg. Gorky, whe is suffering from 
tuberculosis, declared by his friends 
to have been contracted during his in- 
carceration in the fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, recently returned to 
Russia from Capri, after an absence 
lasting eight years, 

The charge of blasphemy was pre- 
ferred against Gorky in 1908, in con- 
nection with his novel entitled 
“Mother,” in which he is alleged to 
have insulted ¢he national falth. If 
found guilty the novelist’s sentence, 
accordifg to Russian law, would be 
exile, to Siberia, which, in his present 
state of health, his friends believe, 
would be equivalent to death.
